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Introduction

The 2000 Indiana Judicial Report is published by
the Division of State Court Administration pur-
suant to Indiana Code 33-2.1-7-3. This report is
a compilation of statistical data on the workload
and related judicial functions of the Indiana judi-
cial system. The period of time covered by this
report is the calendar year 2000. Information is
arranged in an Executive Summary (Vol. I),
Caseload Information (Vol. II), and a Fiscal
Report (Vol. III). Data regarding the operation of
Indiana’s appellate courts is also included in the
Executive Summary. 
The information published in this report was com-
piled from Quarterly Case Status Reports filed with
the Division by each trial court. In addition, trial
courts file a fiscal report annually summarizing their
budget, expenditures, and revenue. The caseload
reports of the appellate courts are compiled by the
administrative offices of those courts. Fiscal data
for the State of Indiana is derived from the annual
report of the Auditor of the State of Indiana.
This report is not intended to be an exact
accounting of funds or a complete detailing of
every judicial decision. It is based on summary
data and is intended to present an overview of
the workload and functioning of the Indiana judi-
ciary. As such, it is intended to be used by trial
judges in evaluating their performance and mon-
itoring the caseloads in their respective courts,
by trial judges and county councils in the budg-
eting process, by the General Assembly and its
committees in their legislative deliberations, by
the Division of State Court Administration in its
oversight of judicial administrative activities, and
by the Indiana Supreme Court in meeting its
supervisory responsibilities. Additionally, the
information presented in this report is intended
to provide a continuous factual basis for long-
term judicial planning in the State of Indiana.

Caseload

The 2000 caseload data indicates that more new
cases were filed in Indiana’s courts of record than
in any previous year. A decline in the number of
infraction, ordinance violation and misdemeanor
filings in the city and town courts resulted in a
reduction in the total number of cases filed in the
state. Nonetheless, the 1,679,153 new cases filed
in 2000 indicate an increase of 25.11% over a 10
year period. The highest rate of increase occurred
in Mental Health cases, which increased by
15.47% from 1999. Increases are also evident in
Felonies, Misdemeanors, Miscellaneous
Criminal, Infractions, Ordinance Violations,
CHINS, Juvenile Status, Paternity, Civil Plenary,
Tort, Domestic Relations, Protective Order, Civil
Miscellaneous and Adoption cases. Decreases in
Class D Felony, Delinquency, Paternity, Juvenile
Miscellaneous, Estates, Guardianships, Trusts,
and Reciprocal Support cases were also reflected
in the court statistics. By far the largest number
of cases was Infractions, with nearly half a million
cases. Distantly following Infractions were Small
Claims (186,338) and Misdemeanors (137,017).
Of interest is the number of crimes compared
with the state population. There was, for
instance, one Felony committed for every 135
residents in the state in 2000. There were many
more Misdemeanors, with one occurring for
every 41 residents. The greatest number of
cases, naturally, was Infractions, with one of
these for every 12 residents. In 1990, there was
one Felony committed for every 135 residents,
one Misdemeanor for every 37 residents, and
one Infraction for every 14 residents.
All Indiana courts disposed of 1,638,817 cases.
Trial courts of record, by comparison, disposed
of 1,270,558 cases in 2000. The most frequent
method of case disposition is by Guilty
Plea/Admission, with 30.59% of all cases being
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disposed in this manner. Defaults accounted for
10.07% of all case dispositions. Bench trials
accounted for 7.04%, and jury trials accounted
for 0.12% of all case dispositions. In the courts
of record, jury trials accounted for 0.16% of all
types of dispositions.
More cases were also filed in the city and town
courts in 2000 than in 1999.  The caseload of the
city and town courts consists predominantly of
traffic infractions, some misdemeanors, and
ordinance violations. The most significant
increase occurred in infractions, which spiked
upwards by over 33,000 cases in one year. Over
a ten-year period, the caseload of the city and
town courts increased by 19.73%. Fewer cases
were filed in the Marion County Small Claims
Courts in 2000 than in 1999.  Over a ten-year
period, the caseload of the Marion County Small
Claims court has decreased by 1.25%. 
This reduction is surprising, given the large
statewide increase in city and town court case-
load over the same period.
It is very important to note the apparent dispari-
ty between the workloads of several large coun-
ties with those of other courts around the state.
Based purely on the weighted caseload num-
bers, it would seem that Marion County is short
at least 24 judges. Allen and Lake Counties also
seem to be short a significant number of judges.
What these numbers do not reflect is the amount
of support staff available to the judges in these
counties compared with more rural areas. If one
were to take into account these staff and the
work they are able to displace for the judge, it
would create a fuller picture of the capacity of a
given court. The Division does not track support
staff or measure the amount of workload it can
displace for a given court, but the reader should
be aware that such striking disparities in the
weighted caseload section of this report do not
necessarily indicate a massive need for more
judges in these counties.
Fiscal

Indiana’s trial courts are financed primarily through
county general revenue funds. State revenues fund

judicial salaries, appellate level courts, and defray
some of the expenses associated with indigent
criminal defense and guardian ad litem services for
abused and neglected children. City and town funds
pay for the respective city and town courts, while the
townships in Marion County (the most populous
Indiana County) fund the Marion County Small
Claims Courts. 
The fiscal data shows an overall increase in rev-
enues and expenditures for 2000. Total expendi-
tures by the counties, state and local units on the
operation of the judicial system increased 9.6%
from 1999. The total revenues generated through
the operation of all of the courts increased 10.9%
from 1999 levels. 
The counties spent $163,059,133 on the opera-
tion of the trial courts. The same courts, which
are funded by the counties, generated a total of
$152,676,122. Of that amount, $71,771,627
went to state level funds, and $67,896,463 went
to a variety of county level funds.
Throughout the state, all courts, including city,
town, and Marion County Small Claims, generat-
ed $152,676,122 during 2000. Of that amount,
47.01% went to state-level funds, 44.47% went
to county-level funds, and 8.52% went to munic-
ipal of township level funds. 
The state of Indiana spent $69,442,071 during
fiscal year 2000/2001 on the operation of the
judicial system. The counties, which report on a
calendar year basis, spent $163,059,133; the
cities towns and townships spent $10,507,822
on their respective courts, for a total annual
expenditure of $243,009,026. Revenues are cal-
culated on a calendar year basis. These figures
indicate that the net cost of Indiana’s judicial sys-
tem was $90,332,904 in 2000, or $14.86 per per-
son, based on Census 2000 population figures.
Each court case cost a net $55.12 on average. 
The production of this report would not be pos-
sible without the diligent cooperation of hun-
dreds of Indiana judges, court employees, and
clerks, who remain committed to assuring
access to justice and proving exceptional service
to the citizens of Indiana.
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“Counsel, Computers, Compensation,
and a Few Words About Dimpled
Chads”
Governor O’Bannon and Members of the
General Assembly:
The last few days we have celebrated that remark-
able American classic, the peaceful transfer of the
most powerful office in the world. Just two weeks
before, the largest inauguration in Indiana history
launched a renewed state administration, led by
Governor O’Bannon and Lieutenant Governor
Kernan.
These celebrations occur at a moment when the
nation and the state have seldom had it so good.
And while we sense at least a moment of econom-
ic pause, I join the sentiment expressed by
Governor O’Bannon last week that there is every
reason to move forward building a better Indiana,
selecting carefully what is most important and act-
ing with the fiscal restraint that has always been a
hallmark of this state.
It is in that spirit that I come to report on the state
of our judiciary, committed to the notion that those
of us in this branch of government will never stand
pat. Today, I will focus on three of the areas where
we need urgently to move ahead: computers,
counsel, and compensation, and then I’ll say a few
words about dimpled chads.
Courts and the Information Revolution
The central mission of the judicial system is find-
ing truth, giving justice in accordance with the law,
and seeing to it that people get what they are enti-
tled to. This last part is pretty important, and car-
rying out the decisions of our juries and judges
makes for a lot of paper memorializing the deci-
sions and declaring what should happen next.
These papers have power: the suspension of a
license, commitment to prison, release from jail, a
protective order.
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Over the last fifteen years we have made great progress
in bringing order to the chaos this mountain of infor-
mation represents. The documents used by local courts
now have standard numbers, standard names, stan-
dard formats. Whether it’s the Bureau of Motor
Vehicles, or title researchers, or the police, people who
rely on court information as a predicate for action now
have a better chance than ever of finding what they need
to know and understanding what it says.
Indiana’s counties have spent millions bringing this
mass of material into the information age. You
know what the information age is like, for all of us
experience it in everyday life. The credit card with
the magnetic stripe. We put it in the gas pump down
at the corner, and the machine knows whether it’s
OK to give us gas. It charges our account before we
even leave the premises. It works defensively as
well, for if someone steals my number and starts
charging for jewelry in Italy, the machine somehow
knows it’s probably not me and a human being calls
to ask whether there’s a fraud problem.
For all the money Indiana counties have spent on
court records, our world does not work like the
credit card industry or even the grocery stores. If a
judge in Kokomo suspends the license of a drunk
driver who hurts someone, and the police in
Anderson stop him the following week because he
ran a red light, they’ll check the electronic record,
find that his license is still in good standing, hand
him a traffic ticket and let him go — perhaps to the
next drunk driving incident. This happens because
the order suspending the license frequently does
not show up in the computer for several weeks.
If a judge in Indianapolis issues a protective order
for a battered spouse and the police in Noblesville
find him waiting for her outside a restaurant, they
likely have no way of knowing that something
harmful may be about to happen. The order proba-
bly doesn’t show up in their computer.
All this occurs because there has never been any
central coordination of the way local court data is
collected, displayed, and conveyed, despite the mil-



lions of dollars spent at the local level. We are
unable to transmit information effectively and effi-
ciently to the people who need it — here in state
government, or in local government, or law enforce-
ment, or even inside the court system itself.
This cold reality, and its consequences for citizens
and for their government, have led us to devise a
strategy to correct these problems, under the lead-
ership of Justice Frank Sullivan and a committee
known as the Judicial Technology and Automation
Committee. This plan is the product of several years
of hard work, and we are ready to move. 
I’ve talked about this subject by mentioning the bad
things that happen because government is not as
well organized as the banks, or even an Internet
startup, but let me mention the upside of moving
ahead: judges will be able to manage their caseload
more effectively, reduce the time required for things
like sentencing hearings, and thus, as in Evansville,
help fight the problem of jail overcrowding.  Judges
will be able to tell when people who come to court
owe money to the state or local government, such
as fines or taxes. Charged felons who show up in
the courthouse even though they are wanted on
outstanding warrants can be identified and taken
into custody. 
We are ready to make this happen. We very much
appreciate the willingness of Governor O’Bannon
and the State Budget Committee to recommend
that the state make an investment in bringing uni-
formity and credibility to this situation. And we
thank Chairman Bauer and Representative Cochran
for including it in the budget bill as introduced. 
Whether we can buy gasoline with a credit card is a
matter of convenience — whether the police know
to take in a repeat drunk driver or a wife beater is
frequently a matter of life or death.
This is something that needs serious fixing.
Borrowing a famous phrase, my request is this:
“Give us the tools, and we will finish the job.”
Lawyers for People Who Are Too Poor

There are no higher values in Indiana’s courts than
finding the truth and doing justice under law. In the
criminal part of our work, this means convicting the
guilty and freeing the innocent. It means extending
a second chance to those who deserve it, and hold-
ing accountable those who do not.

For more than a hundred years, Indiana has held to
the ideal that in a decent society someone charged
with a crime should not go to trial without a lawyer
just because he or she is too poor. Indiana’s right to
counsel was spelled out more than a hundred years
before the Supreme Court of the United States
made it a national rule in Gideon v. Wainwright.
Of course, if this right of counsel is real, it must
mean you have a lawyer who actually has the time
and talent to help you. It cannot be one who is brand
new and carrying hundreds of active files. That phe-
nomenon exists, and it has generated major public-
ity in other states during the year just past, espe-
cially for prisoners sentenced to death.
Most of you have seen this news coverage. “Death
Row Justice Derailed,” said The Chicago Tribune.
“Bias, Errors and Incompetence in Capital Cases.”
So serious were the deficiencies uncovered that the
Governor of Illinois, a conservative Republican,
imposed a moratorium until he “could be sure
everyone sentenced to death is truly guilty.”
There was a little good news in that story: it was not
a story about Indiana. The decisions of this legisla-
ture and this Supreme Court and this Governor and
his predecessors have over the last decade created
a model for indigent death penalty representation
that just in the last year has been the subject of
inquiry by legislators, commissions, and judges in
Illinois, Michigan, New York, Mississippi, Texas, and
a host of other places.
But the quieter and for most people more pertinent
progress that Indiana has made relates not to the
dozen capital cases a year but to the 280,000 felony
and misdemeanor cases filed each year. Many of
these involve people who cannot afford a lawyer,
and we know from experience that some of them
are innocent. During the last two years, county
commissioners, council members and judges in
county after county have decided to upgrade the
quality of representation they provide. They have
done this in part because they believe it represents
a respectable and moral policy. They have also done
it on the representation, enacted in the Indiana
Code, that the State would pay a part of the cost.
This move to improve access to justice has never
been on the top ten in the political hit parade, but it
is plain that Hoosiers want the justice in their crim-
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inal courts to be meted out to those who deserve it
and only to those who deserve it. This advancement
has cost some money, both at the local and the
state level. I thank Governor O’Bannon and the
Budget Committee and the many legislators who
have been willing to make good on this commit-
ment to the counties. 
It will keep Indiana out of the headlines that have
plagued so many other states and instead mark us
as a place that works hard at doing justice for all.
Yes, Compensation

Even more than most public and private organiza-
tions, courts depend on the talents and wisdom of
two public officers at the heart of the legal system,
the judges and the prosecutors. Citizens who are
victims of crime, or who have a family in distress,
or are about to lose their job or their business all
expect that the judge who makes decisions about
their future will be a grown up, somebody who
knows about the law and knows about life. 
Attracting and retaining the kinds of people we want
to be making crucial decisions about our lives
requires that we offer remuneration sufficiently
competitive with the private market to make good
people feel they can serve in these critical positions
without sacrificing the well-being of their families.
You know the history of decisions concerning pay
for Indiana judges and prosecutors. It is a story of
years of stagnation interrupted by occasional high-
pressure catch-ups. We are now in one of those
periods of stagnation. The good people who choose
to serve understand that public sector salaries
almost never equal those in the private sector. What
they don’t understand is why the disparity must
widen each year they serve. 
This has not been the case anywhere else. During
the last four years, private sector wages have
grown at a very healthy pace. Public sector wages
have likewise grown respectably, as the legislature
and the governor worked to do better for the
state’s employees. But the only full-time employ-
ees in the state’s workforce of over 35,000 who
have not had a raise over the last four years are the
judges and prosecutors. Our state, the fourteenth
largest in the nation and firmly in the middle as to
prosperity, is 42nd in pay for trial judges, and we
are falling fast.
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This has made a difference in whom we can recruit.
During the elections last fall, in eighty percent of the
judicial races, one party or the other could not find
a lawyer of any sort willing to take the office. This
was worse than 1998, which was worse than 1996.
Competition from the private sector is a major rea-
son – in Marion County, for example, the principal
law firms will pay freshly minted, 25-year-old Class
of 2001 law grads about the same amount of money
in their first year of work as we pay trial judges.
The public needs to have confidence that the deci-
sions affecting them will be made by the wisest and
most able people available, and I have to believe that
the citizens of Indiana would want this problem
solved. You know what the politics of delay look like:
the longer we go without any adjustment at all the
larger the pot of money required simply to catch up
and the greater the political weight of bills designed
to do so. 
This problem is not just a judge and prosecutor
problem. It extends to people in the executive
branch and to people in the legislature. The long-
time freeze in pay for the General Assembly puts
special pressure on citizen legislators as they strug-
gle to meet the obligations of their day jobs back
home in the district while doing their duty here.
When is a good time to fix problems like this? Is
there ever a best time? It wasn’t a good time ten
years ago when the state’s economy was suffering.
It wasn’t a good time last year or the year before
when the state had record surpluses. I believe that
the political difficulty of dealing regularly with this
task demands that we do what so many other states
have done. We must create a mechanism that oper-
ates on some kind of organized, incremental basis,
functioning regularly to make small inflationary
adjustments in public officer salaries, the same sort
that most Hoosiers experience in public and private
life. The compensation commission bill passed
twice last year by the Senate was a good way to do
this. I support it completely, and urge the House to
take it up this year.
And, Dimpled Chads

None of us have lived through such a period as the
post-Presidential election weeks of 2000. This astound-
ing national civics lesson emphasized if nothing else the



importance of voting and the importance of running a
voting system that befits a great democracy.
As we passed each other in the halls during those
weeks, many of you have asked me, “What do you
make of all this?” or more often, “I’ll bet you’re glad
you’re not in Florida.” Well, yes, I was relieved not to
be in Florida. Let me mention two things I make of
our recent experience.
First, I took some pride in the fact that reporters,
lawyers, and judges deeply involved in the Florida
matter, all recognizing that there were major weak-
nesses in the way that state handles multi-county
recounts, so often pointed to a state that seemed to
have a better system: Indiana. 
That we have a better system is hardly an accident.
It is the result of deliberations here in this legislature
in the years following the famous “McRace” in the
Eighth Congressional District. 
Indiana’s reforms have not just positioned us better
to deal with state-wide or multi-county elections
contests, they have also had a positive effect on the
processes used in individual counties. Last fall, we
had a judicial contest decided by just nine votes, and
a county recorder’s race decided by just seven votes,
to name two, and the resulting publicity was largely
local, not just because the offices were local but
because the processes at work seemed to the pub-
lic and the press to be orderly and reliable.
And so, during that dramatic, historic event, Bush v.
Gore in the Supreme Court of the United States, one
of the justices asked of the combating lawyers, “So,
you think a system like Indiana’s would pass consti-
tutional muster?” and the lawyer responded, “It
would be a fine start.” This legislature, and all
Hoosiers are entitled to be proud about that.
My other reaction was not so uplifting. As a judge, I
wish it hadn’t happened at all.
One wise remark uttered in the midst of the conflict
was that people who run elections love landslides.
Cliffhangers cause disruption, embarrassment, and
anger. And so it is with moments when judges find
themselves so uncomfortably close to an election,
for judges hold the strong conviction that courts
should have as little role as possible in the process-
es that lead to electing a President, or any other pub-
lic official. These are not judicial moments; they are
democratic moments. 
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I know eleven of the sixteen members of the Florida
Supreme Court and the U.S. Supreme Court, and I
believe that all of them wish those cases had never
arrived. They would say something akin to what
Abraham Lincoln said about the Civil War: “All
dreaded it – all sought to avert it. Both parties dep-
recated war…. And the war came.”
One of the reasons for wishing the contests never came
was that they inevitably produced predictions about
how each judge might vote based on his or her party or
the president or governor who made the appointment. 
Surely it is true that all of those justices started some-
place; indeed most judges started someplace. Chief
Justice Earl Warren was a Republican candidate for
Vice-President, Justice Sherman Minton was a New
Deal Democratic Senator, Chief Justice Richard Givan
was a Republican member of this legislature in the
1960s, Judge Hugh Dillin was the Democratic minority
leader in the House and President Pro Tem of the
Senate. Justice Boehm and I ran for office on the slates
of our respective parties. A judge, they sometimes say,
is a lawyer who once knew a governor. Fair enough.
But serious-minded members of the judiciary, people
who mean business about the oaths they take, know
that the public needs more than justice that is dished
out according to party affiliation. The public expects
that judges will hear facts and apply law and do justice
regardless of who you are, or what you’re worth, or
what party you belong to. Good judges do as much as
human beings can to make good on that expectation.
How can I resolve this case in a way that’s fair and
impartial, consistent with the laws? What’s the just
outcome without respect to person or position?
And, really, when all the dust had settled, the mem-
bers of the Florida Supreme Court had ruled twice
for Mr. Bush and twice for Mr. Gore, once in a deci-
sion that split those seven Democratic appointees
four to three. And the Supreme Court in Washington
issued its first decision by a unanimous vote and its
second decision with five Republicans voting one
way and two voting the opposite and with one of the
Democrats voting with Bush on the applicable law.
All were striving to do the best that mere mortals can
to deliver justice under law for our country, putting
personal preferences and party to one side.
This striving must command the allegiance of all mem-
bers of the judiciary. I tell you that we will spend 2001
trying to make that happen in Indiana courtrooms.



The Division of State Court Administration is a
statutory office created to assist the Indiana
Supreme Court in the administration and manage-
ment of Indiana’s judicial system. The Division staff
serves under the direct authority of the Chief
Justice. The Supreme Court and the General
Assembly assign duties to the Division. 
1) Statistics. Pursuant to Indiana Code 33-2.1-7-3
and Indiana Supreme Court Administrative Rules 1
and 2, the Division collects and publishes information
on the caseload and fiscal activities of all courts and
probation offices throughout the state. The data is
published annually in a report entitled The Indiana
Judicial Service Report and The Indiana Probation
Report. This data provides the empirical basis for pol-
icy decisions by the Indiana Supreme Court and the
Indiana General Assembly. The statistical data is gath-
ered on a calendar year basis. The 2000 statistics indi-
cate a continued increase in the number of cases filed
in and disposed by Indiana’s courts of record. 
2) Legal Responsibilities. The Supreme Court and
the Chief Justice assign the majority of the legal
responsibilities of the Division. The Division legal
staff serves as counsel to the Supreme Court in all
matters involving attorney discipline and all requests
for the appointment of special judges, special mas-
ters, and senior judges.  In fiscal year 2000/2001,
Division legal staff assisted the Supreme Court in
disposing of ninety-five disciplinary matters. As part
of this disciplinary function, Division staff conducts
preliminary investigations of disciplinary grievances
filed against members and staff of the Indiana
Supreme Court Disciplinary Commission, attorneys
who are serving as hearing officers in disciplinary
cases, as well as requests for review of decisions by
the Disciplinary Commission and the Indiana
Commission on Judicial Qualifications. 
Supreme Court rules governing the method of spe-
cial judge selection call for the establishment of
local rules for such selection and certification to the
Supreme Court in certain unusual circumstances.

The Division maintains and monitors all local rules
establishing plans for special judge selection, and
reviews and processes requests for the appoint-
ment of special judges by the Supreme Court. In fis-
cal year 2000/2001, 122 new requests for special
judge appointments were reviewed.
Various federal and state laws, rules and regulations as
well as U.S. Supreme Court rulings affect the manage-
rial and administrative responsibilities of trial judges.
Since 1996, Division legal staff has provided assis-
tance and advice to trial judges on employment related
issues. Additionally, staff has provided training both on
regional and local levels on issues such as Sexual
Harassment Sensitivity Awareness, the Americans
With Disabilities Act, the Family and Medical Leave Act,
the Fair Labor Standards Act, Effectively Disciplining
and Terminating Problem Employees, and Effective
Use of Policies and Drug Testing.
3) Rule Amendments, the Supreme Court Committee
on Rules of Practice and Procedure. The Executive
Director of the Division serves as Executive Secretary
of the Indiana Supreme Court Committee on Rules of
Practice and Procedure and assists the Committee
and the Supreme Court in drafting and promulgating
amendments to the Indiana Rules of Court. After
extensive review and public commentary, the
Committee recommended and the Indiana Supreme
Court adopted a new set of appellate rules for Indiana,
effective January 1, 2001. 
During three regional full-day seminars, staff of the
Division together with staff of the Office of Supreme
Court Administrator, Indiana Judicial Center, the
Court of Appeals Administrator and Clerk of the
Supreme Court worked with some 600 trial court
clerks and employees on the implementation of the
new appellate rules.
4) Judicial Qualifications /Nominating Commission.
Pursuant to Indiana Code 33-2.1-7-3(a)(4), the
Division provides legal and administrative staff sup-
port to the Indiana Commission on Judicial
Qualifications and the Indiana Judicial Nominating
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Commission. As part of this function, Division staff
distributes, collects, and processes all Statements
of Economic Interest submitted by judges and pros-
ecuting attorneys.
5) Senior Judge Program. In 1989, the General
Assembly enacted legislation allowing the Indiana
Supreme Court to utilize the services of former
judges who have been certified as Senior Judges by
the Indiana Judicial Nominating Commission. The
program, small at first, has grown into an invaluable
resource of about eighty seasoned judicial officers
who serve at minimal cost. During fiscal year
2000/2001, almost 3,600 days of service in trial
courts and the Indiana Court of Appeals were
logged by senior judges. The Division administers
all aspects of the program, starting with certification
by the Nominating Commission, processing of
requests for appointments by the Supreme Court,
and administering payroll and benefits for the par-
ticipants. During fiscal year 2000/2001, Division
staff processed 323 requests for senior judge
appointments to specific courts. 
6) Weighted Caseload Measures and Caseload
Redistribution Plans. As a result of a two-year study
of Indiana courts conducted by the Judicial
Administration Committee of the Indiana Judicial
Conference in conjunction with the Division and an
independent consultant, Indiana developed and
implemented a system for measuring caseloads
based on relative weighing of case types. Under this
process, weights are applied only to new cases com-
ing into the system. These statistics, as well as a rel-
ative severity measure, provide the Indiana Supreme
Court and the Indiana General Assembly crucial
information for allocation of judicial resources. 
Based on the weighted caseload data, all trial
courts developed local plans for caseload redistrib-
ution first, among the courts within each county,
and second, among the counties within each judi-
cial district. Substantive and procedural changes
that have taken place since the initial weighted
caseload measures study prompted an update and
revalidation of the weighted caseload measures
system by the Judicial Administration Committee
of the Judicial Conference and the Division.
Completion of this reevaluation process is expect-
ed at the end of 2001. 

7) Judicial Technology and Automation Committee
(JTAC), Trial Court Technology Initiative, and AIMS.
In a concerted effort to move Indiana’s judicial system
into the 21st century, the Indiana Supreme Court estab-
lished a Judicial Technology and Automation
Committee (JTAC), chaired by Justice Frank Sullivan,
Jr., and staffed by the Division, to guide the Court in
automating Indiana’s judicial system. As a first step,
JTAC, with Division staff support, provided Internet and
e-mail access to all judicial officers and elected clerks by
providing the necessary hardware, software, and funds
for Internet service providers. Under this program, trial
courts and clerks received over 130 new and 150 used
computers. With funds from the same grant, the
Supreme Court plans to enter into an agreement with
Ivy Tech to provide to any interested judicial and court
personnel training in any of the computer courses
offered by Ivy Tech. JTAC’s third goal is to make a legal
research capability available to every judicial officer in
the state through a group contract. 
JTAC’s efforts also met with success in the legislative
funding arena. Beginning July 1, 2001, the court costs
for each case filed in Indiana will include a $2.00 tech-
nology fee which is dedicated to funding judicial tech-
nology. In addition, the legislature earmarked two mil-
lion dollars for JTAC during the next biennium. 
With the availability of funds, JTAC plans to move
quickly during the next biennium toward imple-
menting its long range goals of establishing con-
nectivity between systems, implementing AIMS
(Automated Information Management System)
standards, and ultimately moving Indiana’s courts
toward a modern case management system.
8) Indiana Conference for Legal Education
Opportunity (CLEO). Since 1997, the Division has
administered the first in the nation state-sponsored
Conference for Legal Education Opportunity
(CLEO). The program is guided by an advisory
committee, which is chaired by Chief Justice
Randall T. Shepard. The goal of this program is to
increase the number of minority and other disad-
vantaged students in Indiana’s law schools. Indiana
CLEO provides an intensive six-week summer insti-
tute to prepare the students for the rigors of their
law school education. Those who successfully
complete the institute and pursue a legal education
in an Indiana law school receive a stipend. Since its
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creation, the program has grown not only in the
number of student fellows but also in the range of
services offered. An effective summer job program,
bar admission assistance, a useful newsletter, and
extensive opportunities for involvement with the
Indiana legal community now add to the opportuni-
ties offered through Indiana CLEO. During the fiscal
year, the Division hired a full-time Indiana CLEO
coordinator to help administer the growing pro-
gram and continue to expand avenues for new
opportunities for the students. 
9) Civil Legal Aid Fund. Since 1997, the Division
has been responsible for administering a state fund
for legal assistance to indigent persons in civil cases.
In July of 2000, and January of 2001, the Division
made distributions, totaling one million dollars, to
organizations providing civil legal aid services to
Indiana’s poor. The number of qualified organiza-
tions grew from eleven to twelve during the fiscal
year. Distributions are based upon an analysis of
each county’s civil caseload, as it relates to the case-
load for the entire state, and the number of organi-
zations serving each county. During the year, prepa-
ration was made for the anticipated change in the
structure of legal services for the indigent in Indiana.
Under new federal guidelines, only one organization
would be receiving money from the Legal Services
Corporation for indigent services in Indiana. It is
expected that with the merger of services and
assumption of service areas, the number of
providers in Indiana will decrease to ten. 
In order to provide an empirical basis for evaluation of
the program, the Division staff structured and institut-
ed a data collection system whereby service providers
collect and report on the services they provide to the
poor in a uniform manner susceptible to analysis. The
first Civil Legal Aid statistical report will be compiled in
the fall of 2001.
10) Court Improvement Grant. The Indiana
Supreme Court, through its Court Improvement
Executive Committee and with the benefit of federal
funds, continued a Court Improvement Project. The
gist of the project is to promote and fund projects
focused on improving services in cases involving
abused and neglected children. The Division serves
as the project director and fiscal administrator.
Although the purpose and overall framework of the
project are set by the U.S. Department of Health and

Human Services and the American Bar
Association’s Center on Children and the Law, the
Supreme Court and the members of an executive
committee have guided the direction of the Indiana
program. During the initial phase of this multi-
phased project, the committee identified several
areas of particular concern, which were targeted in
subsequent phases. In the second phase, eighteen
county level programs aimed at expediting CHINS
cases were implemented. During a third phase,
efforts were focused on larger, more comprehen-
sive improvements in the delivery of services to
children in the more populous counties of Lake,
Marion, Elkhart, and St. Joseph. In addition,
Putnam County initiated an innovative mediation
program in family court type cases with funds from
the CIP grant. The Supreme Court anticipates that
the innovative programs developed through this
grant will markedly improve the delivery of services
to Indiana’s children.
11) Information Management. Pursuant to a statu-
tory directive, the Division is to examine and admin-
ister the business methods and systems employed
in the offices of the courts, clerks and others serv-
ing the courts and recommend necessary changes.
In performing this function, the Division assists
Indiana courts and clerks with managing judicial
information from its creation, to maintenance,
access, and disposal. A core goal is the disposal of
nonpermanent records through the use of a records
retention schedule promulgated by the Supreme
Court. As part of this effort, the equivalent of 250
four-drawer file cabinets of records were destroyed
throughout Indiana’s trial courts. 
The Division staff also reviewed microfilming and
imaging programs in a number of courts and pub-
lished updated administrative manuals on confiden-
tiality and protective orders. Under its statutory
charge, the Division develops data requirements
and forms for use in protective order cases. During
the reporting year, Division staff worked closely with
the Protective Order Committee of the Indiana
Judicial Conference on the design and deployment
of new protective order forms on the Internet.
The staff conducted twenty-five on-site visits over
twenty-nine days to assist courts and clerks with their
information management duties. During the reporting
year, the Division staff also prepared help manuals on
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the new Appellate Rules, Statistics and Information
Management to be used by clerk and court personnel.
12) Accounts Management, Payroll and Claims,
Judicial Benefits Coordination. The Division main-
tains and administers twelve accounts, totaling
approximately $62,000,000. The administration of
payroll and benefit program for all state trial court
judges, prosecuting attorneys, and other judicial
officials paid with state funds is part of this fiscal
responsibility. The annual payroll account for this
purpose is upwards of $55,000,000 and covers
approximately seven hundred individuals. Also, as
part of this “paymaster” function, the Division
processes and pays in excess of 3,200 claims per
year for special and senior judge service. 
During the reporting year, Division staff in conjunc-
tion with a committee of the Indiana Judges’
Association completed the development of a cur-
rent Judicial Benefits Manual.  The completed prod-
uct was distributed to all judges during the fall
meeting of the Indiana Judicial Conference. 
13) Indiana Office of GAL/CASA. In 1989, the
Indiana General Assembly established an office of
Guardian Ad Litem and Court Appointed Special
Advocate services to be administered through the
Division. Through this program, counties are
encouraged to provide appropriate GAL/CASA
services by receiving matching state funding
administered by the Division and disbursed pur-
suant to a statutory formula. In addition, Division
staff provides training and support services for
local GAL/CASA programs. An advisory commis-
sion, which includes program directors and judges
appointed by the Indiana Supreme Court, provides
guidance.  Last year, seventy-seven counties quali-
fied for and received state GAL/CASA funds. During
the reporting year, staff assisted Marshall County in
establishing, training and orienting a new program.
Staff participated in training volunteers in ten coun-
ty programs and compiled a comprehensive report
reflecting information on the number of GAL/CASA
volunteers and the number of children served in
Indiana.  On November 4, 2000, the Division again
sponsored an annual GAL/CASA state conference.
Over 300 CASA volunteers, local program direc-
tors, service providers, board members and local
program staff attended.

With the help of a two-year grant from the National
CASA Association, the Division is providing
enhanced services, which include a quarterly
newsletter and quarterly regional training for pro-
gram directors. 
14) Family Courts Project. As part of his 1999/2000
budget request, Chief Justice Shepard had sought and
received funding for a two-year pilot project to test
ways of improving how the courts handle cases of
children and families. This initiative resulted in the
launching of three family court pilot projects in
Monroe, Johnson and Porter Counties. A Family
Court Task Force, chaired by the Hon. Margret Robb
of the Indiana Court of Appeals, provides leadership
and guidance for the project. Each of the three pilot
counties has instituted one or more of the different
family court models being tried across the country.
Such models include using a family court case man-
ager to identify problem families, linking and transfer-
ring all target cases of a household before one judicial
officer, coordinating service delivery, sharing of infor-
mation, and monitoring the cases to closure.  Each of
the pilot counties has convened a local advisory task
force comprised of members of the local family law
bar and representatives of other local entities involved
in the processing and outcome of family cases. 
In order to facilitate the smooth operation of the projects,
Division staff, in conjunction with the consultant, the
Task Force, and the project participants, proposed for
adoption by the Supreme Court a set of unique Family
Court Project Rules of Procedure to be used by the pilot
counties for the duration of the project. The Supreme
Court approved the proposed rules. 
The Division also obtained a grant through the Indiana
Criminal Justice Institute to evaluate the projects’ suc-
cess and to conduct a statewide needs assessment of
family court principles. The evaluation is in progress
and a report will be published at the end of 2001.
The success of the first three pilot sites encouraged the
Court to seek and the Legislature to appropriate funds
for the continuation and expansion of the project
through a second phase. During such second phase,
the Court will encourage the development of district-
wide or multi-county family case coordination efforts
with a focus on mediation services. An application
process has already been initiated, and the task force
expects to launch the new projects by the end of 2001.
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15) Public Defender Commission. Pursuant to
statute, the Division provides staff support to the
Indiana Public Defender Commission and adminis-
ters the Public Defender Fund. The Commission sets
standards for indigent defense services in capital and
non-capital cases and administers a program of
reimbursements to qualified counties under IC 33-9-
14-4. Between July 1, 2000, and June 30, 2001, staff
met with judges and local officials on fifteen separate
occasions and participated in five judicial district pre-
sentations. During the same period, the Commission
approved eleven new counties to receive reimburse-
ments for non-capital cases. 
During the 2001 session of the General Assembly,
the appropriation for the Public Defense Fund was
substantially increased. For fiscal year 2001-2002,
the Fund’s appropriation will increase from $2.4 mil-
lion to $6.0 million. For fiscal year 2002-2003, the
appropriation will increase to $7.0 million.
At present, forty-eight counties have comprehen-
sive plans approved by the Commission for delivery
of indigent services. Currently, over fifty percent of
the state’s population resides in counties eligible to
receive reimbursements under the program. The
Commission approved reimbursements to fourteen
counties in twenty separate death penalty cases in
fiscal year 2000-2001, totaling $712,055. 
The Commission temporarily suspended reim-
bursements in non-capital cases during the year
due to a shortfall in funding. However, by the end of
the fiscal year, all suspended reimbursements had
been paid in full. In non-capital cases, during fiscal
year 2000-2001, the Commission approved reim-
bursements for thirty-eight counties totaling
$3,669,318. This amount was lower than anticipat-
ed due to several counties delaying submission of
fourth quarter claims in order to avoid suspension
of reimbursements as set forth above.
Consequently, claims for the next fiscal year should
be higher than originally projected.
16) The Internet and Traditional Publications. The
Division publishes a newsletter, The Indiana Court
Times, which serves as a communication link with
the trial courts, their staff, the clerks of court, and all
other entities involved in the courts’ work. During
the reporting year, the Division undertook the
responsibility of designing and maintaining the

website for the appellate level courts and their
adjunct offices. In addition to court opinions, rule
amendments, and other information about Indiana’s
judiciary, downloadable forms, summary statistical
reports, and advisory opinions, issued by the
Indiana Commission on Judicial Qualifications, are
now available on the website. 
17) Automation and Technical Services. The
Technical Services Section of the Division provides
technical support to all appellate level courts and
their adjunct agencies and staff. The staff complet-
ed a number of important projects during the
reporting year, including the installation of new
computer equipment for a significant portion of the
appellate judiciary. As part of that project and in
conjunction with JTAC, the replaced equipment was
refurbished and made available to trial courts and
clerks throughout the state. The firewall protecting
the network was replaced to provide a more secure
environment for the courts. New network infra-
structure was installed for the Supreme Court agen-
cies and Court of Appeals upgrading old non-pow-
ered hubs to powered intelligent hubs. This includ-
ed the installation of fiber optic cable to connect the
various wire closets together. 
Several web projects are currently under develop-
ment. They include the deployment of attorneys’ con-
tinuing legal education credit hours on the Internet
and a listing of courses offered. Work has also been
started on posting the Supreme Court, Court of
Appeals, and Tax Court’s docket on the Internet as
well as the Roll of Attorneys. 
18) Indiana Supreme Court Commission on Race
and Gender Fairness. Sparked by concerns about
race and gender fairness in Indiana’s justice system,
the Supreme Court, through an administrative rule,
created the Indiana Supreme Court Commission on
Race and Gender Fairness in 1999.  The Division of
State Court Administration serves as support staff to
the Commission. At the request of Chief Justice
Shepard, the 2001 General Assembly appropriated a
distinct budget for the work of the Commission. 
The Commission’s charge is to study the status of
race and gender fairness in the judicial system and
recommend ways for improvement. The
Commission has divided into subcommittees,
which are studying the following topics: Language

and Cultural Barriers, Make Up of the Profession,
Treatment by the Courts, and Civil, Domestic,
Family, and Employment law issues, all of which are
growing concerns in Indiana.
Since its inception, the Commission has
researched statistical census and demographic
data, identified broad issues which it will study,
determined the means by which it will collect
information regarding those issues and created a
website and informational brochure.
During the summer of 2001, the Commission will
host seven Community Forums in six locations
across Indiana, which will afford all Indiana residents
the opportunity to voice concerns on race and gen-
der fairness issues in Indiana’s judicial system with-
out necessitating lengthy travel. The Community
Forums commence in New Albany and conclude in
Indianapolis. The Commission will host one forum in
Spanish and provide Spanish interpretation at all
forums. After the Community Forums, the
Commission will analyze the data and produce a final
report with recommendations in 2002.
Representatives of Indiana’s judiciary, the practicing
bar, academia, state and local governments, public
organizations, and law enforcement and corrections
comprise the twenty-five member Commission,
chaired by former Indiana Supreme Court Justice
Myra Selby. The Commission is on its way to fulfill-
ing its mission and will provide assistance, as the
Supreme Court desires, to implement any recom-
mendations adopted by the Supreme Court.
19) Task Force on Voice Recognition Technology
Initiatives. Chief Justice Randall Shepard appoint-
ed a six-judge ad hoc Task Force, chaired by Judge
Daniel Vanderpool of the Wabash Circuit Court, to
study innovations in court reporting systems. He
further assigned Division staff to assist the Task
Force in its work. The primary focus of the Task
Force was to study the use of speech recognition
technology in the court-reporting arena. 
During the reporting year, the Task Force viewed
and studied several court reporting systems. Their
work culminated in a draft recommendation, which
will be submitted to the Chief Justice. The Task
Force plans to recommend that the Supreme Court
authorize pilot projects in Floyd and Carroll counties
at the expense of those counties and another two

pilot projects in Porter and Lake counties with the
assistance of state funds. The Task Force is in the
process of finalizing its recommendation for sub-
mission to the court. 
20) Judicial District Business Meetings. During
early 2000, in conjunction with the Indiana Judicial
Center, staff helped organize judicial district busi-
ness meetings for Districts 1, 2, 5, 6, and 13.
During the meetings judges had an opportunity to
review the district and local case redistribution
plans, the progress of District Pro Bono Plans,
update about the proposed Parenting Guidelines,
and recent legislation. Business meetings for
Judicial Districts 4, 7, 8, 9, 11, 12, and 13 took
place in the spring of 2001.
21) Committee on Local Rules. At the request of
the Supreme Court Committee on Rules of
Practice and Procedure, the Supreme Court con-
vened a special Local Rules Committee to examine
the local court rules of Indiana’s courts and to rec-
ommend a model structure for such rules. The
Division administers, coordinates and provides
staff to the new committee, which is chaired by the
Hon. Margret Robb of the Indiana Court of
Appeals. The first task of the committee during the
reporting year was the compilation of all existing
local rules into one place.  The committee expects
to complete its work by the end of 2002.
22) Indiana Project on Self-Represented
Litigants.  The Indiana Supreme Court, with the
assistance of the Division and the Counsel to the
Chief Justice, David Remondini, recently began the
groundwork for a statewide pro se assistance net-
work that will provide basic resources to self repre-
sented litigants. This project is funded for one year
and was made possible through a grant from the
State Justice Institute. A fifteen-member committee
of judges, clerks, and others dedicated to assisting
pro se litigants guides the project. The Division will
house and administer the project. 
Initially, the project will involve three pilot pro-
grams in Marion, Tippecanoe and Monroe
Counties. The ultimate goal of this project is the
development and implementation of uniform
forms for statewide use in simple domestic rela-
tions litigations. The forms will be translated
and available in Spanish.

Introduction

The Constitution of Indiana sets out the three
branches of state government, the Legislative,
the Executive, and the Judicial. The Constitution
also provides that the judicial power of the State
of Indiana is vested in a Supreme Court, a Court
of Appeals, Circuit Courts and such other courts
as the General Assembly may establish.1 The
Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals are
appellate-level courts, while the Circuit Courts
are the courts of general jurisdiction.

Traditionally, Indiana’s trial court system has
been organized on a county basis through
enabling legislation establishing courts in spe-
cific counties. As provided in the Constitution,
the state has been divided into circuits which
are based on county lines. Some of the less
populous counties have been joined together
into one circuit, although today there remain
only two such circuits, each comprised of two
counties.

As local needs grew and more trial courts
became necessary, the Legislature created addi-
tional courts of general and limited jurisdiction,
but such courts continued to be structured on a
county basis with the county bearing all expens-
es for court operations, save the judges’ salaries.
The superior and county courts are such legisla-
tively created courts. The Tax Court is another
legislatively created appellate level court. For the
most part, superior courts have general jurisdic-
tion just as the circuit courts while the county
courts have more limited jurisdiction. 

Due to this autonomous nature of the trial courts,
historically there has been little uniformity in
many of the administrative operations within the
judicial system. Employment of court personnel,
funding, use of technology and many aspects of
court operations are handled at the local level. As
a result, court structure and court related servic-

es have varied widely from county to county.
Recently, however, more unified administrative
and recordkeeping procedures have been imple-
mented. As a result, Indiana now has a uniform
case numbering system for every case filed in the
state, a uniform schedule of retention for court
records, uniform microfilming standards, and a
uniform recordkeeping process mandated for
every trial court in the state.

All counties have circuit courts. In addition,
many counties have superior courts, county
courts or both. Marion County is the only
county with distinct small claims courts. St.
Joseph County is the only county with a spe-
cialized probate court which also has juvenile
jurisdiction.

Legislation also exists enabling cities and towns
to establish city and town courts. In the majori-
ty of instances, city and town courts process
traffic matters. With some exceptions, the city
and town court judges are not required to be
attorneys.

Following is a description of the types of courts
currently in existence in Indiana. For specific
listings of courts in each county, see the
Judicial Officer Rosters at the end of this vol-
ume. A roster of the names of judges and judi-
cial officers appears in Volume II.

The Indiana Supreme Court

The Supreme Court has five justices, one of
whom is the Chief Justice of the state (selected by
the Indiana Judicial Nominating Commission).2

The Supreme Court has original exclusive juris-
diction in (1) admission to the practice of law;
(2) discipline and disbarment of those admitted;
(3) unauthorized practice of law; (4) discipline,
removal and retirement of judges; (5) exercise
of jurisdiction by other courts; (6) issuance of
writs necessary in aid of its jurisdiction; (7)
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appeals from judgments imposing a sentence of
death; (8) appeals from the denial of post-con-
viction relief in which the sentence was death;
(9) appealable cases where a state or federal
statute has been declared unconstitutional; and,
(10) on petition, cases involving substantial
questions of law, great public importance, or
emergency.3

The justices of the Supreme Court are appoint-
ed by the Governor after nomination by a judi-
cial nominating commission. After an initial
two-year term, they run on a “Yes—No” reten-
tion ballot, and, if successful, they then serve
ten-year terms.4

The Indiana Court of Appeals

The Court of Appeals became a constitutional
court under a 1970 revision of the Constitution.
The Judicial Article provides that the state be
divided into geographic districts by the General
Assembly, and that each district have three
judges.5 The Court of Appeals has five districts,
with a total of 15 judges.6 The judges select one
of their number as chief judge, and each district
elects a presiding judge.7 The Court of Appeals
has no original jurisdiction except as authorized
by Supreme Court rules to review directly final
decisions of certain administrative agencies.8 It
has jurisdiction over all appeals not taken to the
Supreme Court.

The judges of the Court of Appeals are selected
in the same manner and serve the same terms
as the Supreme Court justices.

The Indiana Tax Court 

The Tax Court came into existence on July 1,
1986. The Tax Court is an appellate level court
with one judge who is selected in the same
manner as are judges of the Court of Appeals.9
The Tax Court has exclusive jurisdiction in orig-
inal tax appeals, which are defined as cases that
arise under the tax laws of this state and which
are initial appeals of a final determination made
by (1) the Department of State Revenue; or (2)
the State Board of Tax Commissioners.10 The
principal office of the Tax Court is located in
Indianapolis although a taxpayer may elect to

have all evidentiary hearings conducted in one
of seven other specifically designated counties.

The Tax Court must also maintain a small claims
docket for processing (1) claims for refunds
from the Department of Revenue that do not
exceed $5,000 for any year; and (2) appeals of
final determination of assessed value made by
the State Board of Tax Commissioners that do
not exceed $15,000 for any year.11 Appeals
from the Tax Court are taken directly to the
Supreme Court.12

Circuit Courts

The Indiana Constitution directs that the state
be divided into several circuits by the General
Assembly.13 Eighty-eight of a total of 92
counties constitute 88 circuits, while the
remaining four counties are in two “joint” cir-
cuits with two counties each. There are 100
circuit court judges.14

The circuit courts are vested with unlimited trial
jurisdiction in all cases, except when exclusive
or concurrent jurisdiction is conferred upon
other courts. They also have appellate jurisdic-
tion over appeals from city and town courts.15

Generally, the circuit courts in counties without
superior or county courts maintain small claims
and minor offenses divisions. Civil actions in
which the amount sought to be recovered is
less than $3,000 and landlord and tenant
actions in which the rent due at the time of the
action does not exceed $3,000 may be filed on
the small claims docket.16 Class D felonies, all
misdemeanors, infractions and ordinance viola-
tions are heard on the minor offenses dock-
ets.17 Cases on the small claims docket are
heard in a more informal atmosphere and with-
out a jury.18 In the remaining counties, the
small claims docket and minor offenses docket
have been established within either the superior
or county court of the county.

The judges of the circuit courts (with the excep-
tion of the Vanderburgh Superior Court where
the judge is elected in a nonpartisan election)19

are elected every six years by the voters of each
circuit.20
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Superior Courts

Superior courts are created by statutes enacted
by the General Assembly. Though their organi-
zation and jurisdiction may vary from county to
county, for the most part they are courts of gen-
eral jurisdiction. They have the same appellate
jurisdiction as circuit courts over appeals from
city and town courts.21 In some of the counties,
statutory language sets up one unified Superior
court with two or more judges, while others,
through internal rules, operate their courts as
unified county systems.

In counties which have Superior courts but no
County courts, the small claims and minor
offenses divisions are established in the
Superior courts. These divisions have the same
small claims and minor offenses dockets as the
Circuit courts.

With the exception of four counties, the
Superior court judges are elected at a general
election for six-year terms. In Lake22 and St.
Joseph Counties, the Superior court judges are
nominated by local nominating commissions
and then appointed by the Governor for six-year
terms. Thereafter, they run on a “yes — no”
retention ballot. The judges of the Vanderburgh
Superior Court are elected in non-partisan elec-
tions. In Allen County the Superior court judges
are elected at the general election on a separate
ballot without party designation. Vacancies,
however, are filled by the governor from a list of
three candidates nominated by the Allen County
Judicial Nominating Commission.

Probate Courts

St. Joseph Probate Court is the only distinct
probate court remaining in Indiana. The court
has one judge and has original jurisdiction in all
matters pertaining to the probate of wills,
appointment of guardians, assignees, execu-
tors, administrators and trustees, settlements
of incompetents’ estates, and adoptions.23 The
court also has exclusive juvenile jurisdiction.24

The judge is selected by the voters of the coun-
ty at a general election for a six-year term.

County Courts

County courts began operating on January 1,
1976, when the Justice of the Peace courts
were abolished. Since their establishment, there
has been a steady move toward restructuring
County courts into Superior courts with small
claims/misdemeanor divisions. Since that time
the majority of the county courts have been
converted to Superior Courts.

The County courts have original and concurrent
jurisdiction in all civil cases founded in contract
or tort where the damages do not exceed
$10,000, possessory actions between landlord
and tenant, and all actions for the possession of
property where the value of the property sought
to be recovered does not exceed $10,000, Class
D felonies, misdemeanor and infraction cases,
and violations of local ordinances.25 The County
courts also have small claims dockets similar to
those of the Circuit courts. Civil cases of up to
$3,000 and possessory actions between land-
lord and tenant, in which the rent due does not
exceed $3,000, are filed on the small claims
dockets.26

The County courts are specifically precluded
from exercising any jurisdiction over cases
involving injunctive relief, partition of or liens on
real estate, paternity, juvenile, probate, receiver-
ship or dissolution of marriage matters.27 The
County courts may conduct preliminary hear-
ings in felony cases.28 Appeals from the County
courts, including their small claims dockets, go
to the Indiana Court of Appeals in the same
manner as appeals from the Circuit and
Superior courts.

The County court judges are elected by the vot-
ers of the county or counties which the court
serves for six-year terms.29

Local Courts

City and Town courts may be created by local
ordinance.30 A city or town which establishes or
abolishes its court must give notice to the
Division of State Court Administration.31 As of
December 2000, there were forty-eight City
courts and twenty-seven Town courts.
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Jurisdiction of city courts varies depending
upon the size of the city. All City courts have
jurisdiction of city ordinance violations, misde-
meanors and infractions.32 The City courts also
have civil jurisdiction of cases where the
amount in controversy does not exceed $500.
They have no jurisdiction in actions for libel,
slander, real estate foreclosure, where title to
real estate is at issue, matters relating to dece-
dents’ estates, actions in equity and actions
involving the appointment of guardians.33 The
civil jurisdiction of City courts in Lake County
extends to cases where the amount in contro-
versy does not exceed $3,000.34 The City courts
in Lake County also have extended criminal
jurisdiction so that they may hear cases involv-
ing violations of all state statutes but can only
impose a fine of up to $1,000 and a sentence of
not more than one year. A City court in a third
class city which is not a county seat also has
civil jurisdiction of cases up to $3,000.35 City
and Town courts are not courts of record, and
appeals are tried de novo in the Circuit or
Superior court of the county.36 Town courts
have exclusive jurisdiction of all violations of
town ordinances and jurisdiction of all misde-
meanors and infractions.37 Appeals from judg-
ments of a Town court are also taken to the
Circuit or Superior court of the county.38

City and Town court judges are elected for four-
year terms by the voters of the city or town. The
judges of Anderson City Court, Avon Town
Court, Brownsburg Town Court, Carmel City
Court, East Chicago City Court, Gary City Court,
Hammond City Court, Muncie City Court,
Noblesville City Court, and Plainfield Town
Court must be attorneys.39

Small Claims Courts

Only Marion County has a distinct Small Claims
Court. The Marion County Small Claims Court
has nine divisions. Each division has jurisdic-
tion in the township in which it is located. The
court’s jurisdiction is concurrent with the Circuit
and Superior courts in all civil cases founded on
contract or tort in which the claim does not

exceed $6,000,40 in actions for possession of
property where the value of the property sought
to be recovered does not exceed $6,000,41 and
in possessory actions between landlord and
tenant in which the past due rent at the time of
filing does not exceed $6,000.42 The Small
Claims courts have no jurisdiction in actions
seeking injunctive relief, in actions involving
partition of real estate, or in declaring or enforc-
ing any lien thereon (with certain exceptions), in
cases in which the appointment of a receiver is
requested, or in suits for dissolution or annul-
ment of marriage.43 The Small Claims courts
are not courts of record,44 and appeals are tried
de novo in the Marion Superior Court.45

The Small Claims court judges are elected by
the voters within the township in which the divi-
sion of the court is located. The judges serve
four-year terms.46

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On a quarterly basis, the trial courts of the state provide to the Division of State Court
Administration caseload information by filing a standard form entitled “Quarterly Case Status
Report.”  This report contains information on the cases filed, disposed, and pending at the begin-
ning and ending of the reporting period.  This information is categorized by type of case based
on a classification which corresponds to a statewide case numbering system found in Admin.
Rule 8.  The reports also show the method of disposition for categories established by the
Division of State Court Administration.  Currently, criminal cases are divided into seven cate-
gories, juvenile cases into six categories, civil cases into seven categories, and probate/adoption
cases into five categories.  Quarterly Case Status Reports also reflect the shifting of cases and
blocks of time from court to court, the number of cases referred to Alternative Dispute Resolution,
and the number of cases in which pauper counsel was appointed and other case related infor-
mation. Case type designations and categories are as follows:

Criminal Case Types
If a defendant is charged with several offenses, the case is counted only one time under the most
serious charge.  Mitigating and aggravating factors may move a particular crime into a different
classification.  Those same factors may also increase or decrease the general sentencing provid-
ed by statute.  However, for administrative purposes a case continues to be counted through the
statistical reports under its initial case designation.

1. CF - Criminal Felony: This category includes all cases filed as Murder, Class A, B, and C
felonies.  Examples of crimes in this category include kidnapping (Class A), arson involving
bodily injury (Class A), armed robbery (Class B), aggravated battery (Class B), robbery
(Class C), and reckless homicide (Class C).  General statutes provide for 55 years for Murder,
30 years for Class A felonies, 10 years for Class B felonies, and 4 years for Class C felonies.

2. DF - Class D Felony: In 1995 Courts began counting and reporting Class D felonies sep-
arately.  Examples of crimes in this category include theft, computer tampering, and
fraud. 

3. CM - Criminal Misdemeanor: This category includes all criminal cases which are filed as
misdemeanors.  Examples of cases in this category are criminal trespass and battery.  IC 35-
50-3-2, et seq., provides for sentences between 60 days and 1 year for such crimes.

4. PC - Post-Conviction Petition: This category includes all petitions for post-conviction relief
filed under P.C. Rule 1.

5. MC - Miscellaneous Criminal: This category includes all criminal matters which are not eas-
ily classified in one of the preceding categories.

6. IF - Infractions: Despite technically being non-criminal in nature, for the purposes of this

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report infractions are reported in the criminal category.  Infractions are most typically traffic
related offenses.

7. OV/OE - Ordinance Violations: These cases involve violations of local ordinances.

Juvenile Case Types

8. JC - Juvenile CHINS: This category includes cases where a petition is filed to determine if a
child is in need of services.

9. JD - Juvenile Delinquency: Cases in which a child is alleged to be a delinquent are filed in
this category.

10. JS - Juvenile Status: Cases in which a child is charged with committing an offense which
would not be a crime if committed by an adult are filed in this category.  Some examples
include curfew violations and underage alcohol purchase or consumption.

11. JP - Juvenile Paternity: This category reflects paternity actions filed by any of the parties
specified by statute, including the prosecutor.  IC 31-14-4-1 specifies who may file paternity
actions.

12. JT - Termination of Parental Rights: This category reflects all proceedings for termination
of parental rights.

13. JM - Juvenile Miscellaneous: This category is intended to include those juvenile matters
which are not specifically listed in the previous categories.  An example in this area would be
the approval by the court of an informal adjustment.

Civil Case Types

14. CP - Civil Plenary: Basic civil cases not otherwise specifically included as separate cate-
gories are filed with this designation.  Generally, this category covers cases founded in con-
tract, actions dealing with real and personal property, as well as actions seeking equitable or
injunctive relief.

15. CT - Civil Tort: Cases founded in tort and filed on the regular civil docket of the court are
included in this category.  Small claims, which also could be founded in tort, are included in
a separate category.

16. SC - Small Claims: This category reflects the civil small claims filed on the small claims
docket of Circuit, Superior, or County courts, as well as civil cases filed in Marion Small
Claims Court.

17. DR - Domestic Relations: Actions involving petitions for dissolution of marriage are filed in
this category.

18. RS - Reciprocal Support: Actions for reciprocal enforcement of child support
(URESA/UIFSA) are counted in this category.
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19. MH - Mental Health: Proceedings which involve mental health commitments which may
include  temporary commitments, an extension of temporary commitment, regular commit-
ment, or termination of a commitment, are filed under this category.

20. AD - Adoption: Petitions for adoption are filed under this category.

21. AH - Adoption History: All petitions seeking release of adoption records under IC 31-3-4-22
are filed in this category.

22. ES/EU - Estates: This category includes both supervised (ES) and unsupervised (EU) pro-
bate of estates.  Claims against the estate which are transferred for trial are listed as “civil”
matters.

23. GU - Guardianship: Guardianship matters are filed under this category.

24. TR - Trusts: This category reflects trust matters before the court.

25. PO - Protective Order: New petitions for protective orders which are not part of an ongoing
process (such as a marriage dissolution) are filed in this category.

26. MI - Civil Miscellaneous: Routine civil matters which are not easily categorized in
other areas, or which are not part of any other pending litigation, may be included in
this category.  Examples of cases in this category are petitions for name change, appoint-
ment of appraisers, and marriage waivers.

The Quarterly Case Status Reports also include summary dispositional information.  A brief
description of the disposition categories is as follows:

1. Jury Trial: This category reflects cases which have been decided by a jury or have gone to
the jury.  This type of disposition is limited to cases where the jury is seated and sworn.

2. Bench Trial: Cases which are disposed of by the court after a trial in which a witness is
sworn.  Until 1999, cases in which a trial did not take place were also counted as disposed
by bench trial.  Thereafter, such cases have been reflected under “bench disposition.”

3. Bench Disposition: Cases which are disposed by final judicial determination of an issue, but
where no witnesses are sworn and no evidence is introduced should be counted in this cat-
egory.  Dispositions which fall in this category included decisions on motions for summary
judgment, hearings on other dispositive motions, cases which may be settled but in which
the parties tender to the court and the court approves an agreed judgment which can then
be enforced through proceedings supplemental to execution.  Approval of informal adjust-
ments in juvenile matters and issuance of search warrants unrelated to any pending case also
fall into this category.  This category was new and voluntary during 1999.  It is mandatory
for all 2000 reports.

3. Dismissed: Cases which are dismissed either by the court on its own motion (T.R.41(E)),
upon the motion of a party, or upon an agreed entry as a result of settlement between the
parties.
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5. Default:  This category is applicable only in civil cases where a default judgment is entered
by the court.

6. Guilty Plea/Admission: Cases in which the defendant pleads guilty to an offense or admits
to the commission of an infraction or ordinance violation are counted under this category.
Infraction and ordinance violation cases are only reflected in this disposition category if the
case actually comes before the court for decision.

7. Violations Bureau: This disposition category reflects infractions and ordinance violations
which have been filed in the court but are handled through a violations bureau.  Cases count-
ed here include ones where a defendant makes an admission, pleads guilty, or pays a fine
through the bureau, through the clerk, or through the mail.

8. Closed: Routine closing of an estate or adoption proceeding, as well as the routine termina-
tion of a trust or guardianship would be counted in this disposition type.

9. FTA/FTP: This category includes ordinance or Infraction cases in which the defendant fails to
appear or fails to pay.  Once counted in this category, the case is not recounted even if the
defendant later appears, pays, or proceeds to a full trial.

10. Other: Any case disposition which is not otherwise accounted for in the preceding categories 
may be included here.  One example of a case resolved in this category would be the death of 
the defendant.

Weighted Caseload Measures
Indiana adopted a weighted caseload measurement system to establish a uniform statewide method for comparing trial
court caseloads.  The weighting system was developed in 1993 and 1994 through the efforts of a consultant and the
Judicial Administration Committee of the Indiana Judicial Conference.  The resulting weighting system reduces case
activities to minutes, and the  minute factors are then multiplied by a particular court's new filing caseload.

More than 36,000 case-related timed events were recorded and included in the calculation of the weighting system, as
well as information from more than 14,000 historical case files.  The weighted caseload measurement system is now
used to determine the appointment of senior judges, who are retired judges appointed to assist particular courts with
their caseload. Additionally, the weighted caseload measures will be used in 1999 and beyond to reduce disparities in
caseload between courts.

Because the weighted caseload measures are based on new filing data, the factors take into account cases which are
dismissed, in which guilty pleas/admissions are made, as well as cases in which repeated redocketed hearings are
held.

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Pursuant to Indiana Code 33-2.1-7-3, the Division of State Court Administration is directed to collect and compile
statistical data on the receipt and expenditure of public monies by and for the operation of the courts.

This portion of the report presents a general financial overview of the expenditures of Indiana’s courts and revenues
generated through their operation. The financial information is gathered on an annual basis at the end of each calen-
dar year. The data is gathered manually on forms that call for the court’s requested and approved budget, the actual
expenditures and the amounts collected by the clerk through the various fees and costs. This report, however, reflects
only the expenditure and revenue data; the requested and approved budgets are available, but are not published here.

Expenditures
The Supreme Court, Court of Appeals and Tax Court are funded through appropriations from  the state general fund.
The Indiana State Auditor’s Report contains information about the expenditures by  these courts and other state level
expenditures on related functions.

Indiana’s trial courts are funded primarily through county funds. State funds pay for a portion of the judges’ salaries1

and for senior judge and some special judge expenses.2 In addition, state matching funds are available to the coun-
ties as reimbursement for some pauper defense expenses and expenses associated with guardian ad litem services
for abused and neglected children. Often, courts receive grants and generate user fees, which fees are expended on
court services. All such expenditures, regardless of their source, are reflected in this report. In some of the more pop-
ulous  counties, separate budgets are maintained for probation services, juvenile services and pauper defense serv-
ices. These expenses have been included in the final totals. Expenditures on juvenile detention centers which are bud-
geted through the courts are also included. Expenditures which are not included are those not directly related to the
courts’ operation, such as the prosecuting attorney’s office and the clerk’s office.

The city and town courts are funded by the respective municipalities. In many instances a distinct city or town court
budget is not maintained, and all expenses are paid directly from the local general fund. This practice makes it diffi-
cult to provide accurate expenditure information on the city and town courts.

The Marion County Small Claims Courts are funded by the respective townships through budget appropriations.

Revenues
Revenues generated through the operation of the trial courts are collected, accounted for and disbursed by the Clerk
of the Circuit Court, an independently elected constitutional office. The Clerk of the Circuit Court also functions as the
clerk of the county and, as such, performs many other functions not related to court operations.

Revenues are generated primarily from filing fees, costs, fines, and user fees assessed to the litigants. They are dis-
bursed to either the state, county or local general fund or to a long list of special funds established by the Legislature
for specific programs and services. In order to provide the information needed to fulfill this requirement, trial courts
invariably must rely on the figures provided to them by the clerk’s office which actually collects the monies. As a
result, the revenue reporting forms have been designed to correlate the fee collection reports used by the clerks. This
is important as it underscores the nature of the data presented in this report and the fact that it is not intended as an
actual accounting of receipts.

Revenues generated through the city, town and Marion County Small Claims Courts are collected by the local clerk
and disbursed pursuant to statutory provisions. The only direct payment fee in existence is the personal service of
process fee charged to small claims litigants in the Marion County Small Claims Courts. This fee goes to the con-
stable and his  or her deputies.3

These costs include the cost of service of process by mail with return receipt requested. Additional costs are charged
for service of process by the sheriff.10

Distribution of Court Costs: Of the amount collected through court costs in the circuit, superior, county and probate
courts, the clerk distributes to the different levels of government for deposit in the respective general funds the fol-
lowing portions:

a. State general fund - 70%11

b. County general fund - 27%12

c. Local municipal fund - 3%, but only if a city or town maintains a law enforcement agency that prosecutes at
least 50% of its ordinance violations in a circuit, superior, county or municipal court in the county.13 The coun-
ty auditor determines the amount to be distributed to each city and town within the county based upon a spe-
cific formula.14

The court costs collected through the city and town courts are distributed as follows:15

a. State general fund - 55%
b. County general fund - 20%
c. City or town general fund - 25%

The costs in the Marion County Small Claims Court are $5 plus 45% of the costs charged in infraction and ordinance
violation cases, totaling $32.00. The cost of service of process in these courts is $6.00 for service by registered or
certified mail and $8.00 for service by a constable. It is charged in addition to any filing fee. These courts are sup-
ported by the respective townships, and all costs go to the township general funds. All service of process fees go
directly to the elected constables and their deputies. 16

Infraction Judgments: This category reflects monies collected as infraction judgments in cases involving infractions.
These funds are designated for the state general fund.

Civil Penalties for Local Ordinance Violations: This category reflects amounts collected as judgments for local ordi-
nance violations. These funds go to the general funds of the respective municipalities.

Support Fees: This category reflects amounts collected through a fee charged in cases where a final court order
requires a party to pay support or maintenance payments through the clerk of the court. It is intended to defray some
of the expenses associated with the collection and disbursement of support.  This fee may be $10, $20, or $30,
depending on when it is paid. The fee goes to the county general fund.17

Fiscal Information
Indiana Trial Courts: 2000 Fiscal Information
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Bond Administration Fee: This category reflects amounts collected through a fee charged to defendants posting
bond. When a defendant executes a bail bond with the clerk, 10% or $50.00, whichever is less, may be retained as
the administrative fee.18 These fees go to the county general fund. 

Document Fee: This category reflects fees collected by the clerk for copying and preparing documents.

Interest on Investments: This category reflects income generated through deposits of various funds.

Fees Going To Court Related Services: In addition to the foregoing costs and fees, the legislature has established a
number of other fees designated for particular programs related to the operation of the court. Following are fees col-
lected in certain cases and used for court related services:

Adult Probation User Fee: This category reflects user fees charged to adults placed on probation after a conviction
of a felony or misdemeanor. In felony cases the fee is mandatory; it ranges between $25 and $100 as an initial fee
and between $5 and $15 as a monthly user’s fee for each month the person remains on probation. In misdemeanor
cases, the probation user’s fee is optional with the court. If imposed, the initial fee cannot exceed $50, and the month-
ly fee cannot exceed $10.19 The fees are deposited in a county adult probation services fund which is used for pro-
bation services.

Juvenile Probation User Fee: A court may order a juvenile and/or the parent of a juvenile who is placed on super-
vision to pay an initial user fee from $25 to $100, and a monthly user fee from $5 to $15.  These fees are deposited
with a Probation Services Supplemental Juvenile Fund and are used for a specifically designated purpose.20

Guardian ad Litem Fee: The trial court may order the parent or estate of a child for whom a guardian ad litem or a
special advocate is appointed to pay up to $100 for the service. The money is deposited in a designated fund and
used for providing these services.21

Supplemental Public Defender Fee: When public funds have been expended on defense, the court must order the
clerk to remit the difference, if any, between the bond deposit and the cost of pauper defense and to retain the rest.
The retained amount is deposited in a Supplemental Public Defender Services Fund established under IC 33-9-11.5.22

Any amounts collected under these provisions are reflected in the “Supplemental Public Defender Fee” category.

Alcohol Abuse Deterrent Program Fee or Medical Fee: The circuit court may establish an alcohol abuse deterrent
program after the county fiscal body adopts a resolution approving the program. This applies to a circuit court that
is not authorized to establish an alcohol and drug services program under IC 12-23-14-1.23

The program applies to criminal proceedings in which the use or abuse of alcohol is a contributing factor or a mate-
rial element of the offense.  In such cases, the court may, with the consent of the defendant and the prosecutor, con-
ditionally defer the proceeding for up to 4 years (with exception for certain repeat offenses) and may order the defen-
dant to complete the program. The court must order the deferred defendant to pay a deterrent program fee of no
more than $350 or a medical fee of no more than $100, or both, unless the defendant is indigent.24 The probation
departments collect and deposit these fees into the Supplemental Adult Probation Services Fund.25

Fees Going To Special Funds At The State, County and Local Level
Fines and Forfeitures. Fines and forfeitures are assessed in criminal convictions.  Pursuant to constitutional provi-
sions, all fines and forfeitures go to the State Common School Fund.26

Vehicle License Fee. This fee is collected as an infraction judgment in overweight vehicle cases. However, rather
than going to the state general fund, it is designated for the state highway fund.27

Late Surrender Fee. When a bonded defendant fails to appear, a late surrender fee based on a percent of the value
of the bond is assessed against the bondsman. Fifty percent (50%) of this fee is deposited in the Police Pension Trust
Fund set up under IC 36-8-10-12, and fifty percent (50%) is deposited in a county extradition fund established under
IC 34-33-14.28

Prosecutorial Pretrial Diversion Program Fee. The prosecuting attorney may withhold the prosecution of a person
charged with a misdemeanor if the person agrees to conditions of a pre-trial diversion program offered by the pros-
ecutor. The accused is charged $50.00 as an initial fee and $10.00 for each month he or she remains in the program.
The standard criminal court costs and fines are not assessed against the successful defendant but a $50.00 court
cost is assessed.  The diversion fee is used by the prosecutor’s office for any purpose  appropriated by the county
council.29

Prosecutorial Deferral Program Fee. When the county prosecutor or attorney for the municipal corporation sets up
a deferral program for infractions and ordinance violations, a deferral program fee is assessed in lieu of the standard
court costs and judgments. The program consists of an agreement with the law enforcement official whereby the
defendant agrees to pay an initial user fee of $52.00 and a monthly user fee of $10 and to comply with the condi-
tions of the program. No guidelines exist for the conditions or duration of such deferral programs, and it is not clear
how long a monthly user fee may be charged. If the action involves a moving traffic violation, the defendant is also
assessed a court cost of $25.30

The clerk of a traffic violations bureau can accept a program agreement, and the court must dismiss the infraction
or ordinance citation when the prosecutor or municipal attorney requests the dismissal of a deferred case.   

Drug Abuse, Prosecution, Interdiction and Corrections Fee. The court must assess this fee of at least $200 and not
more than $1,000 against a person convicted in any court (including city and town courts) of an offense under IC
35-48-4 (controlled substance). In determining the amount of the fee, the court must consider the person’s ability to
pay.31 The clerk collects this fee and distributes, semi-annually, 25% to the state auditor for the State User Fee Fund
established under IC 33-19-9-2 and 75% to the county auditor for the County Drug Free Community Fund established
under IC 5-2-11.32

Alcohol and Drug Countermeasures Fee. In each action in which a person is found to have committed an offense
or violation of a statute defined as an infraction under IC 9-30-5 (DUI), or a person who has been adjudicated a delin-
quent for an act that would be an offense under IC 9-30-5 if committed by an adult, and the person’s driving privi-
leges are suspended, the clerk shall collect an Alcohol and Drug Countermeasures Fee of $200.33 The clerk distrib-
utes 25% of these fees to the state auditor for deposit in the State User Fee Fund established under IC 33-19-9-2 and
75% to the county auditor for deposit in the County Drug Free Community Fund established under IC 5-2-11.34

County Drug Free Communities Fund Fee. This fund receives 75% of the Drug Abuse, Prosecution, Interdiction and
Corrections Fee and 75% of the Alcohol and Drug Countermeasures fee.35

User Fees. In addition to court costs and the fees shown above, the legislature has established a number of addi-
tional special fees which are assessed in certain cases. They are designated for special programs or purposes oper-
ating at the state, county or local level. This report reflects the amounts generated through such fees for state, coun-
ty and local level user fee funds. The following is a description of such additional fees:

Marijuana Eradication Program Fee. In any conviction under IC 35-48-4 (offenses relating to controlled substances)
in a county where a weed control board has been established pursuant to IC 15-3-4.6-4.1, the court may assess no
more than $300 as this fee. The fee is deposited with the county user fee fund.36
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Alcohol and Drug Services Fee. If a county has established an alcohol and drug services program, this fee may be
collected in criminal, infraction and ordinance violations.  It is set by court rule and may not exceed $300.37

Law Enforcement Continuing Education Program Fee. This is a $3.00 fee which is charged in each criminal con-
viction and each infraction and ordinance violation.38

Informal Adjustment Program Fee. This fee of $5 to $15 may be ordered by the court to be paid in cases where a
juvenile has been placed in an informal adjustment program prior to having a delinquency petition filed.39

Highway Work Zone Fee. A fifty cent highway work zone fee is charged in each traffic offense defined in IC 9-30-3-5.
(This includes traffic infractions, misdemeanors and ordinance violations). If the offense involves exceeding a work-
site speed limit, the fee is $25.50. This fee is designated for the Highway Department to pay for the cost of hiring off-
duty police as guards at such work zones.40

Safe School Fee. In each criminal action in which a person is convicted of an offense in which the possession or
use of a firearm was an element of the offense, the court assesses a safe school fee of $200 to $1,000.41

Child Abuse Prevention Fee.  This $100 fee is assessed against a defendant who is found guilty of certain criminal
offenses against the person or offenses involving child molestation and neglect.42

Domestic Violence Prevention and Treatment Fee. Effective July 2, 2001, this $50 fee is charged in each criminal
action in which the defendant is found guilty of murder, causing suicide, voluntary manslaughter, reckless homicide,
battery and rape against his or her spouse.43

Distribution of user fees to State User Fee Fund.44 The following fees are distributed to this fund:

➤ 25% of the Drug abuse, prosecution, interdiction, and corrections fees;
➤ 25% of the Alcohol and drug countermeasures fees;
➤ 50% of the Child abuse prevention fee;
➤ 100% of the Domestic violence prevention and treatment fees; 
➤ 100% of the Highway work zone fees; and 
➤ 100% of the Safe school fees. 

Semiannually the state treasurer distributes $1,288,000 to this fund for deposit in the following programs:45

➤ 14.98% for the alcohol and drug countermeasures fund used to fund programs developed by the Office of
Traffic Safety within the Indiana Department of Transportation;46

➤ 8.42% into a drug interdiction fund administered by the Indiana State Police and used to provide additional
funding for investigations and programs related to illegal drug activity;47

➤ 4.68% for a drug prosecution fund administered by the Prosecuting Attorneys Council and used to provide
assistance to prosecuting attorneys in investigating and prosecuting drug related activities, bringing forfeiture
actions, obtaining training, equipment and assistance that enhance the ability of prosecuting attorneys to
reduce illegal drug activity;48

➤ 5.62% in a corrections drug abuse fund administered by the Indiana Department of Corrections and used to
provide drug abuse therapy for offenders;49

➤ 22.47% to a state drug free communities fund administered by the State Treasurer and used to promote com-
prehensive alcohol and drug abuse prevention initiatives by supplementing state and federal funding for coor-
dinating treatment, education, prevention and criminal justice efforts.50 Any person, organization or entity may
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receive grants  from the fund for purposes included in a comprehensive plan approved by the Commission for
a Drug Free Indiana;

➤ 7.98% to the Indiana Department of Transportation to pay off-duty police officers to perform certain duties at
highway work zones;51

➤ 20.32% to the family violence and victim assistance fund used to provide funding for domestic violence pre-
vention and treatment, child abuse prevention and victim and witness assistance programs;52

➤ 15.53% to the Indiana safe school fund administered by the Indiana Criminal Justice Institute and used to pro-
mote school safety through the purchase of equipment for the detection of weapons and materials to enhance
school safety; 53

➤ any remainder amount is distributed to the judicial technology and automation project fund. 54

Distribution of user fees to County User Fee Fund. This fund is used to fund various programs and services and is
administered by the county auditor.  The following fees are deposited in this fund:55

➤ Informal adjustment program fees;

➤ Marijuana eradication program fees;

➤ Alcohol and Drug services fees;

➤ Law enforcement continuing education program fees; and

➤ Alcohol abuse deterrent program fee or medical fee or both. (Effective 7/1/96, this fee is no longer deposited
in this fund.) Also deposited in the county user fee fund are the prosecutorial pretrial diversion and deferral
fees, as well as jury fees, which are reflected separately.  

Distribution of user fees to Local Level User Fund. The following fees are deposited in this fund: 
➤ Alcohol and Drug Services Fee charged in cases in the City and Town Courts;56 and

Law Enforcement Continuing Education Program Fee charged in cases in the City and Town Courts.57
